THe ProWem 



In the early I970's, the Safem Public Schools, 
faced* a double problem in school bus trans- 
portation: the number of incidents of vio- 
lence and vandalism on their school buses 
was increasing, and school administrators 
were unable to redtjce such misbehavior by 
the management and foilowbp procedures in 
place at the time. . Principal^ were inconsis- 
tent in their handling of reported casfes. of 
studerrt misconduct on school buses: some 
took action / dthers would not. Those who. 
instituted followup measures were not always 
thorough;^, , 



The Solution 



The Salem , Publifi Schools viewed the 
increaiing school bus disorders as an admin- 
istrative problem, and *Ney decided to Bmt 
up rules and uniform procedures for report- 
ing and followu^p. Their approach was 
based on the belief that positive approaches 
to Gorrecting pupil misconduct on the bus 
and at the bus stop had e not always been 
successful. ln*order to reduce risks to the 
Distriet's liability, it would^ be necessary at 
times to temporarily or permanently suspend 
a pupii;s transportation privilege. The Ois-- 
trictC therefore adopted a -comprehensive code 
of b^^^conduct setting forth the rules and 



sanctions governing school bus behavior.- - A 
copy of the code is includec^ as Attachment 
A. They also issued a notice of the rules ^ 
and sanctions^ to all students riding the* 
busses. This in included as Attachment B. 
The code establishes a comprehensive system 
for reporting and followup of incidents- 

iiements include notices and warning let- 
ters^ counseling conferences between par- 
ents or guardians and school administration 
officials, suspension of transportation privi- 
leges and other ' punitive actions, and an 
appeal process for suspensions of transpor- 
tation privileges. , 

To administer the^ system, the. District hired 
a full-time - Transportation Pupil Conduct 
Supervisor to be -'rasporpsjble for resolving 
student bus rider behavior problems? .The 
Supervisor's Job Description, is Tnqluded as 
Attachment C. , The supervisor reports to 
the School district's Transportation Depart* 
ment Manager and works closely with school 
prinGipals, bus drjvers, and parents or 
guardians of misbehaving students. 

How Is Sjudent Misconduct Reported ? 

When a student commits a disorderly act on 
board a school bus or fails^ to follow bus 
stop rules, the bus driver fills out a 
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"Notici of MiiMriduct^ on- School Bus . " A , 
copy of this /lotica^ is Inclua&d as Attache 
. mtnt Tht notlM IS a tripHcatf form that 
inc4udts a Jiiting of 21 typts of misconduct 
• r:anging from general kinds" of diigrdtrly 
conductV (such as miking' txcasslva nols©^ 
throwing Db>€ets from tht bus/ or moving 
^rom a saat wlpen .the but is moving) to ser- 
tous offanses (puch as "physical assault, 
verbal abuse/ vandalism). . 

On the same day that the hotica is filled 
£5Dt, the drjvj^ must turn fn one copy to 
the Trahsportation Department and give the 
" other two copies to the student, Tha stu- 
dent must pirtsent bNoth of his or her copies 
to the principal for signature. The princi- 
pal keeps one' copy for school files, and 
gives -the diher tg be taken home by the 
ituderit for a parent's or guardian's signa- 
ture. This copy, signed by both principal 
and parent or guardian, is returned to the 
bus driver who then transmits it tq the 
T ran spo^'tat ion Department. 

The Transportatioh Departmiint follows up 
misconduct notices with warning lettens^tb 
parents or guardians. These letters he* 
only Inform parents or guardians of the 
steps mvolved in handling student, Mscon* 
duct en ichool buses but also provide ^ a 
back-up to the notice'?in the event that the 
student/ who Is responsibje for delivering a 
eopy to the parent(s) or guardlah ©n the 
day it is lisuedv ^does not do so, A copy 
of the standard warning letter is included 
as Attachment E. ' ' ^ 



How Are Suspensions and Other p'unitive 
Actions Implemented? ~ ~ , ' 

In all cases the Transportation Department 
gives at feast^ 5 days of advance notice 
before , suspensloh Is to begin so that par- 
ents or guardians who wish to can tftt^er 
arrange ^for Alternate means of transwrta- 
tion or appeal vthe suspension . Suspension 
of transportation privileges does not mean 
that a student is excused from attending 
school; rather It means that parents, guard- 
ians, and the student are responsible for 
tra|isportation to an^from schooh 

The first two misconduct notices that a stU'^ 
dertt receives serve as^ warnings i A third 
notice refults in a iuspension of transporta^ 
tid^^ privityges for periods of time that vary 
accoi^ding to' the grade level of the student 
involved. The schedule^ of standard sus- 
pension ppriods is as follows:.

ent(s) or guafdian to arrange a conference 
among the driver, principal, parent<s) or 
guardian, and the conduct supervfior. The 
conference Is conducted facj'to-face or over' 
the telephone by confarenge "call* 

During the conference, the specific/^ charges 
against the student are madfe; ancfjnforma- 
tion is given on the effective datis* of^he 
suspension, conditions for reinstatement (if 
any), and the prospect of discussing the 
matter further.

This, four-step process for .reporting and 
following up pupil misconduct on the bus 
and at bus stops, which utilises misconduct 
notices, warning litters tp parents'/ confer- ' 
ances, md an appeals process prior to sus-^ 
peniio'n, relies on a carefully orchestrated 
effort ^ the conduct sgpervisory with the 
principal iiyrom the 40 participating, schools 
and bus drwirs/ .The key to the' success- 



ful operation of the system is the conduct 
supervisor. 

This Indlyidual^ whq=^ has held this position 
in Salem for 4 yearly must be knowiedgeable 
about ' national and State regulations and 
abnormal behavior problems as well as be 
capable of working "under stress while 
making consistent judgments-" and of com- 
municating effectively with^ stud^ts, par- 
ents, district staff, a>id the public. 

Results 

The program of following up after incidents 
of misconduct on buses are reported has 
met with approval from every segment of 
the population affected by the system. 

• Bus drivers say there Is no com- 
parison between the conditions 
that ^existed in 1975 (when the 
program under the conduct super- 
visor began) and now. Currently 
they are able to report all inci* 
dents^nd see proper^ consistent, 
and fair followup action taken.

Required Resources 

Manpower requirements^ inciude one full-time 
conduct ^supervisor who- works directly ^vith 
school principals, bus, drivers, misbehaving 
students # and their parents or guardians. 
Costs' for safary and printing ''and mailing of 
misconduct' nQtices and warning letters will 
be between $20,000 and $30,000' per year.

Please be advised that Salem Public School District Policy CJCDAB-1-4) indicates 
that students who receive three or more misbehavior notices within a twenty-four 
month period of time will generally have their transportation privileges 
suspended for a period of time. It is hoped that this contact with you will 
avert future periods of transportation suspension. 

School bus drivers are entijjasted with the overwhelming respongibility of 
transporting your children /to and from school safely. Those who choose to 
accept this responsibility/ do so under difficult circujnstances . Some of these 
circumstances are: turning their backs to as many :as 72 students in a small 
confined areaj guiding a 35 foot vehicle through varying traffic conditions, 
periodically glancing in the rear vi6w mirror to watch the behavior of those on 
the, bus; while watchipg for and remembering all the other tasks associated with 
safely driving a school bus. 

Student misbehavior on the bus or at the bus stop can cause the driver to be 
distracted. When the driver^is distractedj the possibility of an accident 
increases* Damage^ injury ^ and even death may occur from such accidents. It is 
extremely important that you assist us in getting this message to your child and
